Hancock', Mich., Dec. SO.—A calam­ 
ity, the horrors of which have seldom 
been equaled in this country, was that 
which occurred at the little village of 
Horontown Sunday 
morning about 3 
o’clock, when the family of Theodore 
Gross, consisting of the parents and eight 
children, with one visitor, were cremated 
by the burning of the house in which they 
lived. 
It appears that the family attend­ 
ed a dance Saturday night and did not re ­ 
turn home until about 2 o’clock, being fol­ 
lowed at 2:30 by their son Theodore, Jr., 
who is employed in the Huron stamp-mills. 
Having prepared to retire, be, as he sup­ 
posed, blew out the lamp and went to bed. 
Boon after, however, his brother Nicholas 
awoke 
him 
aud 
declared 
that 
he 
heard screams 
that 
seemed 
to 
come from 
a 
room next to 
theirs 
aud 
which 
was 
occupied 
by three 
of their sisters and their little brothers. 
Running to the door, they were horrified 
to find the room a mass of flames and fire 
rapidly climbing the stairway. 
Finding 
it impossible to assist their brothers and 
Bisters, who were being roasted alive in 
the now fiery furnace, and being warned 
by the stifling heat and smoke which en­ 
circled them that they must flee, if they 
would save their own lives, they rushed 
to the nearest window and leaped to the 
ground, having received serious cuts from 
the glass. 
One attempted to enter the 
bouse on the ground floor, where the 
father, mother and two children slept, 
but he was driven back by the roaring 
flames that now completely enveloped the 
building. 
Many spectators had gathered by th It 
time, but it was utterably impossible to 
render any assistance to the unfortunate 
prisoners, and the crowd was compelled to 
stand by and hear their agonizing cries. 
In the course of three hours a searching 
party went over the ruins and discovered 
the charred remains o f the eleven bodies, 
which were distinguishable only by th« 
size of the bones. 
They were gathered iq 
a sleigh box and deposited in the public 
hall.

He was 
greatly dejected and so weak th ^ his 
doctors were obliged to support him. The 
imperial physician has arrived here to 
attend the ex-Emperor, for whom much 
anxi ety is felt 
When Dom Pedro arrived at the bedside 
of his dead wife he knelt and kissed her 
forehead. 
He seemed to be unable to 
move and did not speak for twenty min 
utes. 
Then he said: “ I have experienced 
the most bitter trial that God could inflict 
upon me. 
Her faithful and affectionate 
companionship has sustained me for forty- 
six years. 
God’s will be done." 
Then 
noticing his wife's eyes still open he lost 
command of himself and exclaimed: "Is it 
possible that those dear, kind eyes will 
never again brighten when they see me:"" 
Having closed the eyelids ho reverently 
kissed them. 
He then asked to be alone, 
and so he remained for a long time, after 
which he became calm and asked the 
attendants to keep all quiet until the 
Lisbon fetes were ended. 
The news bad, 
however, already been sent everywhere. 
Later in the evening Dom Pedro sent 
dispatches announcing the death of his 
wife to various monarchs. 
He also sent a 
telegram to King Carlos in which he ex­ 
pressed a desire that his wife’s remains be 
interred in the pantheon. 
The Brazilian minister at Lisbon has 
notified the provisional government in 
Brazil of the death of the ex -Empress. 
Sunday morning the cardinal bishop said 
mass in the room where the body lay.

P r o t e c t i o n j o b r a k e m e n . 
It would seem from various reports of 
railway commissions that the greatest 
slaughter of human life in any vocation 
is among railway brakemen. The deaths 
by accident in that employment have 
been so great that & note was made of 
the fact in President Harrison’* message, 
and m which a suggestion was made 
that something should be done by con­ 
gress to protect brakemen on the inter­ 
state railways. The message contained 
the statement that over 2,1)00 railway 
employes are killed each year, end that 
the number injured reaches over 20,GOO. 
Whether or cot the president exag­ 
gerated the statement, the Gazette bas 
no means of knowing. 
According to 
the repoit cf ex-Bailway Commissioner 
Coffin, of Ohio, there were killed .in that 
state during'tbe pat t twenty years, 265 
railway passergi re, and 1,885 employes, 
sod during the same time 5,555 employes 
were injured. Mr. Coffin estimates that 
a large part of the employes injured each 
year are injured through the negligence 
cf the companies to rprcvide freight 
trains with mechanical couplers and 
power brakes. The e&me plea is also 
mare in the New Jersey labor report re­ 
cently issued. Here it is stated that out 
cf an estimated total of 18.GG0 employes 
injured last year IO,CGO were coupling 
oars. Borne of the state2 already have 
lawB requiring the use cf safety appli­ 
ances—such as President Harrison rec- 
oommends for the inter-state railways, 
Mr. Coffin makes the statement that 
pub ic sentiment should be so aroused 
that their introduction should be foroed 
on ail the companies. He ssys there are 
many railway managers who will be will­ 
ing to make the needed rt forms were it 
not that they are immediately responsi­ 
ble to their stockholders, who judge cf 
them entirely by the rize if the div­ 
idends. This is a humiliating confes­ 
sion, bat it is nevertheless tras. Mr. 
Coffin makes the farther statement that 
if the managers were able to go to the 
itockholders and say that public senti­ 
ment demands this protection of the 
brakemen, the needed protection would 
be made. The New Jersey report esti­ 
mates that the number of men 
men 
killed pud injured upon the railway 
trains each year is greater than those who 
suffered in the long fight in the battles of 
the Wilderness. 
In the Wisconsin report it appears 
that 48 railway employes were killed in 
1887, and 320 injured; and in 1888, the 
number of employes killed (was 63, and 
the injured numbered £67. The com­ 
missioner notes the fact that a great pro 
portion of the number of casualties, both 
of the killed and mjured, is the work of 
the deadly oar-coupler. 
Public senti­ 
ment is demanding a new system of 
coupling cars, out as yet there does not 
seem to be any special progress made in 
the direction cf perfecting an automatic 
coupler:

Is there any special wonderjthat the 
English workmen are growing poorer 
Of every pound of taxes they pay ($4.86), 
$2.53 is for liquor, while among the 
higher olasses, they pay but 62 cents out 
of every pound of taxes, for liquor. 
But the British workmen are in no 
worse condition so far as consumption of 
liquor is concerned, than the American 
workmen. It is estimated on pretty 
good authot ity that in the larger cities, a 
very large number of workmen spend 
more for liquor and tobacco for them­ 
selves than they do for provi-ims for 
their families. 
This 
conclusion is 
reached by taking the consumption of 
liquor and [tobacco [ st saloons and to­ 
bacco stores 
in 
districts 
where 
workmen 
live, 
and 
likewise 
not­ 
ing the sales and consumption of pro­ 
visions in the same districts. Of oonree 
this result will not hold good in smeller 
towns end cities, but even iuthesp, tin 
drink bill is stattliagly large, aud does 
much to explain why so muob poverty 
exists among working people. 


The current number of the Manufac­ 
turer’* Record publishes a review of the 
industrial progress made by tho south­ 
east during the past year. This review 
shows the total number of new mannf ac- 
tunng and mining enterprises [organized 
in the southeast daring 1889 to have been 
5,135, ss agelast a total of 3618 for last 
year, 3,430 for 1887 and 1.575 for 1886, 
Does anybody suppose that these catch­ 
ments would have been multiplied in this 
manner if there was free trade? 


The state grologist of Ohio, Professor 
Ortoo, stakes his reputation on the state 
meet that tr.e natural gas fields of Ohio 
and Indiana will be exhausted within 
nine years, at the present rate of con­ 
sumpt! n, and that it will require thouE 
ands of years to again accumulate in 
sufficient quantities to be use. It is said 
that there ar^> about 400,000 people in 
those two states who are dependent on 
natural gas for fuel.

MORGAN SHOULD BE CONFIRMED 
There is a strong effort being made by 
the Catholic press throughout the coun­ 
try to induoe the senate to refuse con- 
fi rmatiou of the nomination of General 
Morgan as commissioner of Indian af 
fairs. 
The ground of this hostility 
against the general, is that he ie preju­ 
diced against the Catholic schools among 
the Indians. 
The Boston Transcript 
defends General Morgan in these words: 
The complaint that he is (dying to de­ 
stroy Protestantism could be made with 
just as much reason, especially as Gen­ 
eral Morgan is able to show that remov 
als of Protestants were made quite as 
ruthlessly as of Catholics where the in 
forest of the service demanded it; that in 
the oase of every Catholic removed there 
was proof either of atter incompetence 
or immorality; that the religion of the 
persons removed as of those appointed 
in their places out no figure whatever, a 
number of devout Catholics having been 
appointed, and that of twelve Indian 
schools the teachers and employes were 
and are still exclusive ly Catholic. It is 
the opinion of Gen. Morgan—and we 
think that nine out of ten Americans 
will ehare the opinion «itll him—that the 
teachers selected, of whatever faith, 
should be loyal to 
the government 
schools, and in thorough sympathy with 
the indian office in its efforts for Indian 
education. 
There is evidently some ill-advised 
prejudice against General Morgan, and 
it would be to the credit of the Catholic 
cliffy if they would thoroughly investi­ 
gate the charges against a worthy officer 
before such a harsh demand is made. 
The records of the*Indian bureau show 
this fact, that there have been more 
Methodist teachers dismissed for in­ 
competency than Catholic teachers; and 
that in no oase has any teacher been 
dismissed fer other than good and suf­ 
ficient reasons. What General Morgan 
denies is that all teachers and superin­ 
tendents of indian schools, especially 
When they are supported at the expense of 
government, shall manifest at all times a 
spirit of loyalty to!the government, and 
especially to the schools among the In­ 
dians that are managed solely by gov­ 
ernment teachers. The Indian bureau 
has no objection to sohools being estab­ 
lished among the Indians by Catholics, 
or Methodists, or Presbyterians, or any 
other denomination, but it demands, end 
the demand is just, that loyalty and abil­ 
ity shall be among the qualifications of 
all teachers, 
It is hoped that the senate will confirm 
General Morgan. To defeat him would

After putting him under control the party 
applied to the jailer to deliver some of 
the prisoners, and when he came to re* 
ceive the expected prisoners he was over­ 
powered. 
Eight negroes were riddled with bullets 
just on the outskirts of the boundary line 
of the town. 
C h a r l e st o n, S. 
C., Dec. 30.—Advices 
from Barnwell Court House say that all is 
quiet and no further outbreak is feared as 
the result of the lynching of the eight 
negroes. 
The threats of vengeance come 
chiefly from infuriated black women. 
The 
talk of the negroes leaving the State is 
not looked upon as serious, as the com­ 
munity at large are their friends and de­ 
nounce the horrible butchery. 
Sheriff L a n c a s te r for a long time had 
the jail thoroughly guarded, as threats of 
violence had been made, and h e only with­ 
drew the extra force when it was believed 
all danger was past. 
It is admitted thai 
the murder of Martin by negroes precipi 
tated the lynching.

preached here Christmas to a group of 
friends on “The Sky Anthem.” 
His 
text was Luke ii, 14: 
“ Glory to God 
in tho highest, and on earth peace, 
f 
ood will toward men.” 
The speaker 
isCoursod as follows: 
At last I have what I longed for, a 
Christinas ov6 in tho Holy Land. This 
Is the time of vear that Christ landed. 
% was a December Christ. This is tho 
chill air through which Ho descended. 
I look up through these Christmas 
skies, and I sec no loosened star hast­ 
ening southward to halt above Bethle­ 
hem, but all the stars suggest the Star 
of Bethlehem. 
No more need that any 
of th em run along the sky to point 
downward. 
In quietude they kneel at 
tho feet of Him who, though once an 
exile, is now enthroned forever. Fresh 
up from Bethlehem, I am full of the 
Scenes suggested by a visit to that vil- 
J 
age. 
You know that whole region of 
bethlehem is famous in Bible story. 
It was to that region that Joseph 
and Mary camo to have their names 
enrolled in the census. 
That is what 
the scripture means when it says they 
camo “to betaxed.” 
The village inn was crowded with 
the strangers who had corno ii]) by the 
command of tho government to have 
their names in the census, 
so that 
Joseph and Mary were obliged to 
lodge in the stable. 
You have seen 
some of those large stone buildings, iii 
tho center of which the camois were 
kept, while running out from this cen­ 
ter in all directions there were rooms. 
in one of which Jesus was born. 
Had 
his parents been more showily appar­ 
eled I have no doubt they would have 
found more comfortable entertainment. 
That night in the fields the shepherds, 
with crooks and kindled fires, 
were 
watching their flocks, when hark! to 
the sound of voices strangely sweet. 
Can it be that tho maidens of Bethle­ 
hem have come out to serenade the 
weary shepherds? 
But now a light 
stoops upon them like the morning, 
so that tho flocks arise, shaking their 
snowy fleece and bleating to their 
drowsy young. 
The heavens are filled 
with armies of light, 
and the earth 
quakes under the harmony, as, echoed 
back from cloud to cloud, it rings over 
the midnight hills: 
“Glory to God in 
tho highest, and on earth peace, good 
will toward men!” 
It seems that the 
crown of royalty, dominion and power 
which Christ left behind him was hung 
on the sky in sight of Bethlehem. Who 
knows but that crown may have been j 
mistaken by the wise mon for tho atar I 
inxAtiing aud pointing downward? 
My subject, in the first place, 
im­ 
presses me with the fact that indigence 
19 not always significant of degradation. 
When princes are born, 
heralds an­ 
nounce it, and cannon thunder it, and 
flags wave it, 
and illuminations set 
Cities on fire with the tidings. 
But when oui glorious Prince was 
born, there was no rejoicing on earth. 
Poor and growing 
poorer, 
yet tho 
h^aveQly recognition that Christmas 
night shows the truth of tile proposi­ 
tion that indigence is not always sig­ 
nificant of degradation. 
In all ages there have been great 
hearts throbbing under rags, 
tender 
yinpathies under rough exterior, gold 
the quartz, Parian marble in tho 
2 
harry, and in every stable or priva- 
tpn wonders Of excellence that have 
b6en tho joy of tho heavenly host. All 
the 
great deliverers 
of 
literature 
fcnd °f nations were born in homes 
tvithout affluence, and from their own 
privation learned to speak and fight 
for the oppressed. 
Many a man has 
hold up his pine knot light from tho 
wilderness until all nations and genera­ 
tions have seen it, and off of his hard 
crust of penury has broken the bread 
Of knowledge and religion for the 
•urviving millions of the race. Poetry, 
and science, and literature, and com­ 
merce, 
and laivs, 
and constitutions, 
and liberty, like Christ, were born in a 
manger. 
My subject also impresses me with 
the thought that it is while at our use­ 
ful occupations that we have the di­ 
vine manifestations. 
Had those shep­ 
herds gone that night into Bethlehem 
and risked their flocks among the 
wolves, they would not have heard 
the song of the angels. 
In other 
words, that man sees most of God and 
Heaven who minds his own business. 
W e all have our posts of duty, 
and 
standing thero God appears to us. We 
are all shepherds or shepherdesses, 
and we have our flocks of cares and 
annoyances and anxieties, 
and we 
must tend them. 
We sometimes hear very good peo­ 
ple say: 
“If I had a month or a year 
or two to do nothing but to attend to 
religious things, I would be a good 
deal better than I am now.” 
You are 
mistaken. 
Generally the best people 
I are the busy people. 
Not once out of 
a hundred times will a lazy man be­ 
come a Christian. 
Those ivho have 
nothing to do are in very unfavorable 
Circumstances for the receiving of di­ 
vine manifestations. 
It is not when 
you are in idleness but when you are, 
like the Bethlehem shepherds, watch­ 
ing your flocks, that the glory descends 
and there is joy among the angels of 
God 05Ter your soul penitent and for­ 
given. 
My subject also strikes at the delu­ 
sion that the religion of Christ is dol­ 
orous and grief infusing. 
The music 
that broke 
through the 
midnight 
'heavens was not a dirge, 
but an 
! Anthem. 
It shook joy over the hills. 
It hot only dropped among the shep­ 
herds, but sprang upwards amohg the 
‘thrones. 
Tho 
robe of a Savior’s 
I righteousness is 
hot 
blade. 
I he 
sn qsni si if 
•poidd'yq oqi si 
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much at home on Hie'playground as it 
is in the church. 
It is just as graceful 
in the charade as it is in the psalm 
book. 
It sings just as well in Surrey 
gardens as it plays 
in St. Paul’s. 
Christ died that we might all lire. 
Christ walked that 
we might ride, 
j Christ wept that we might laugh 
\ 
Again, 
my subject impresses me 
j with tho fact that glorious endings 
: sometimes have very humble begin- 
1 nings. 
Tho straw 
pallet 
was the 
I starting point, but the shout in the 
j midnight sky revealed what would be 
j the glorious consummation. 
Christ on 
j Mary’s lap, Christ on the throne of 
j universal dominion— what an humble 
I starting! 
What a glorious 
ending! 
Grace begins on a small scale in the 
heart. 
The grace of God in the heart 
is a feeble spark, and Christ has to 
keep both hands over it lest it be 
blown out. 
What an humble begin­ 
ning! 
But look at that same man 
when ho has entered 
Heaven. 
No 
crown able to express his royalty. 
Xo 
palace able to e x c e s s his wealth. 
No 
scepter able to express Ii is power a n i 
his dominion. 
Dripping fivin the 
fountain that drips from the everlast­ 
ing Rock. 
Among tho harpers 
harp­ 
ing with their harps. 
On a sea of 
glass mingled 
with fire. 
Before the 
throne of God, to go no more out for­ 
ever. 
The spark of grace that Christ 
had to keep both hands over lest it 
come to extinction, having Hauled up 
into honor and glory and immortality. 
What humble starting! 
W hatgl rious 
Consummation! 
The New Testament church was on 
a small scale. 
Fishermen watched it. 
Against the uprising walls crashed in­ 
fernal enginery. 
Tho world said ana­ 
thema. 
Ten thousand people re­ 
joiced at every seeming defeat, and 
said: 
“Aha! aha! so we would have 
it.” 
Martyrs on fire cried: 
“ How 
long, O Lord, how long?” 
Very hum­ 
ble starting, but see tile difference at 
tho consummation, when Christ with 
His mighty arm has srtu- k off the last 
chain of human bondage, and Hima 
laya shall bo Mount Zion; and I Vic 
nees, Moriah; and oceans, the walking 
place 01 Him who trod the wave cliffs 
of stormy Tiberias, and island shall call 
to island, sea to sea, continent to con­ 
tinent, and, the song of the world's 
redemption rising, tile heavens, like a 
great 
sounding board, 
shall strike 
back the shout of salvation to the 
earth until it rebounds again to the 
throne of God, and all heaven, rising 
on their thrones, beat time with their 
scepters. 
Oh, what an humble be­ 
ginning! 
What a glorious ending! 
Throne linked to a manger, heavenly 
mansions to a stable. 
My subject also impresses mo with 
the effect of Christ’s mission upward 
and downward. 
Glory to God, pea a 
to man. 
When God sent his Son into 
the world, angels discovered something 
new in God, something they had never 
seen before. 
Not power, not wisdom, 
I not love. 
They knew all that before. 
But when God sent His Son into this 
world then the angels saw the spirit 
of self denial in God, the spirit of self 
sacrifice in God. 
But it was also to be a mission of 
peace to man. 
Infinite holiness—ae 
cumulated depravity. 
How could they 
ever come together? 
The 
Gospel : 
bridges over tho distance. 
It brings I 
God to us. 
It takes us to God. 
God I 
in us, and wo in God. 
Atonement! 
Atonement! 
Justice 
satisfied, 
sins 
forgiven, eternal life secured, Heaven 
built on a manger. 
But it was also to be the pacification 
of all individual and international ani­ 
mosities. 
What a sound this word of 
peace had 
in the 
Roman Empire 
that boasted of the number of people 
ic had massacred, that prided itself on 
the number of the slain, that rejoiced 
at the trembling provinces. 
Sicily and 
Corsica and Sardinia and Macedonia 
and Egypt had bowed to her sword and 
crouched at the cry of her war eagles. 
She gave her chief honor to Scipio and 
Fabius and Caesar—all men of blood. 
What contempt they must have had 
there for the penniless unarmed Christ 
in the garb of a Nazarene, starting 
out to conquer all nations. 
There 
never was a 
place on earth where 
that word peace sounded so offensively 
to the ears of the multitude as iii the 
Roman Empire. 
They did not ivan! 
peace. 
The greatest music they ever 
heard was the clanking chains of their 
captives. 
If all the blood that has 
been shed in battle could be gathered 
together it would upbear a navy. The 
club that struck Abel to the earth has 
its echo in the butcheries of all ages. 
Edmund Burke, who gave no 
wild 
statistics, said that thero had been 
spent in slaughter thirty-five thousand 
millions of dollars, or what would be 
equal to that; but he had not seen into 
our times, when in our own day, 
in 
America, we expended three thousand 
millions of dollars in tho civil war. 
Oh, if we could now take our posi­ 
tion on some high point and see the 
world’s armies march past! 
What a 
spectacle it would be! 
Oh, the tearsv* 
Oh, tho blood. 
Oh, the long marches! 
Oh, the hospital wounds! 
Oh, the 
martyrdom! 
Oh, the 
death! 
But 
brighter than the light which flashed 
on all these swords and shields and 
musketry is tho light that fell on Beth 
lehem, and louder than the bray of the 
trumpets, and the neighing of the 
chargors, and the crash of the walls 
and the groaning of tho dying armies 
is the song that unrolls this moment 
from the sky, swept as though all tho 
bells of Heaven rung a jubilee, “Peace 
on earth, good wijl toward men.” Oh 
when will the day come—God hasten 
it!—when the swords shall be turned 
into plow-shares, 
and the fortresses 
shall be remodeled into churches, aud 
the men of blood battling for renown 
shall become good soldiers of Jesus 
(Christ, and the cannon now striking 
down whole columns of death shall 
thunder the victories of the truth. 
When we think of the whole world 
saved we are apt to think of the few 
people that now inhabit it. 
Only a 
very few compared with the popula­ 
tions to come. 
And what a small part 
cultivated. 
Do you know it has been 
authentically 
estimated that three- 
fourths of Europe is yet all barren­ 
ness, and that nine hundred and nine­ 
ty-one one-thousandths part of the en­ 
tire globe is uncultivated? 
This is all 
to be cultivated, all inhabited and all 
gospelized. 
Oh, what tears of repent­ 
ance when nations begin to weep! Oh, 
what supplications when continents 
begin to pray! 
Oh, what rejoicing 
when 
hemispheres 
begin to sing! 
Churches will worship on the places 
where this very hour smokes the blood 
Of human sacrifice, 
and wandering 
through the snake-infested jungles of 
Africa Christ's heel will bruise the 
serpent’s head. 
Oh, when the trum­ 
pet of salvation shall be sounded every­ 
where and the nations are redeemed, 
a light will fall upon every town 
brighter than that which fell upon 
Bethlehem, and more overwhelming 
than the song that fell on the pasture 
fields where 
the flocks fed, 
there 
will 
be 
a 
song 
louder 
than the 
m 


spouse, 
‘ ‘And On earth peace’, good 
will toward men!” 
On this Christmas 
day I bring you good tidiugs of great 
joy. 
Pardon for all gin, comfort for 
all trouble and life for all dead. 
Shall 
we now take this Christ into our hearts? 
The time is passing. 
This is the 
closing of the year. 
How the time 
speeds by. 
Put your hand on your 
heart—one, two, three. 
Three times 
less it will beat. 
Life is passing like 
gazelles over the plain. Sorrows hover 
like petrels over 
tho sea. 
Death 
swoops like a vulture from the moun­ 
tain. 
Misery rolls up to our ears like 
stars. 
I wish you a merry Christmas, not 
with worldly dissipations, but with 
Gospel gladness, merry with pardoned 
sin, merry with hope of reunion in the 
skies with all your loved ones who 
have preceded you, 
In that grandest 
and best sense a merry Christmas. 
And God grant that in our final mo­ 
ment we may have as bright a vision 
as did the dying girl when she said: 
“Mother”—pointing with 
her 
thin 
white hand through the window— 
“Mother, what is that beautiful land 
out yonder beyond the mountains, tho 
high mountains?1’
